Senatorial Caucuses. 

WASHINGTON, ‘October 8.—Republican and 
Democratic Senatorial caucuses met at the 
Capitol at 11 o’clockthisforenoon. There was 
quite a full attendance at both, not more than 
five Democrats and four Republicans being 
absent. The three new Senators—Lapham, 
Miller and Aldrich—were at the Republican 


caucus. After remaining in session 
an hour or more discussing the situation 
the Republicans go totes a committee to 
confer with the Democrats on the general 
subject of the organization of the 
crucus. They then took a recess 
for an hour, but little disposition 
was shownin the Republican caucus to offer 
any unreasonable opposition to the election of 
a Democratic President pro tem. before the 
new Senators are swornin. The drift ofthe 
discussion pointed to a respectful and firm 

rotest against such action on the part of the 

emocrats and not to filibuster to prevent it. 
The Democrats still remain in session and have 
decided to proceed to the election of 
a President pro tem. as the first step on Mon- 
daynext. Bayard was unanimously decided 
upon as their candidate. 


The Democratic Programme. 

WASHINGTON, October 8.—Chairman Pendle- 
ton, of the Democratic caucus, thinks the 
Democrats wil] determine to elect a president 
of the Senate the first thing Monday and 
then will swear in the new Senators; that the 
Democrats will not at the special session offer 
to go into tine election of a secretary unless the 
Republicans force it by endeavoring to elect 
one of their party. In this case 
he Says the Democrats would 
nominate and vote for acandidate. If noth- 
ing but minor nominations are sent to the 
Senate, Pendleton thinks they will be con 
firmed viva voce and the organizatlon of the 
committees delayed until December.

They de- 
scribe the shooting as having been done at the 
Baltimore and Potomac depot, Washington, of 
malice aforethought,with a pistol, inflicting a 
mortal wound from the effects of which the 
President died.

THE MARQUIS OF LORNE. 


Accident to the Train of the Governor -Gen- 
eral of Canada, 


Sioux City, lA., October s.—There was an 
accident to the through passenger train bear- 
ing the Marquis of Lorne and partyon the 
Sioux City and Pacific road just after mid- 
night this morning. Thetrain was behind 
time and running faster tnan usual. When 
near Thompson's Creek, in heavy tim ber, four 
miles east of this city, cattle were seen on the 
track ahead of the train. The air-brakes 
were applied, but the train could not 
be stopped. One steer was caught on the 
pilot of the engine and carried there untila 
second one Was struck. The engine passea 
over and wentinto the ditch. The engineer, 
David Douglass, stepping from the cab to the 
tender fell between and lay partly across the 
track just beside the steer that had been left 
there by the pilot. The corner of the tank 
rested partly onthe steer and partly on the 
engineers back and head burying the face inthe 
ground. The baggage car was thrown off on the 
other side of the track. The smoking-car was 
derailed, as was the forward end of the ladies’ 
ear. The engine was so broken that steam and 
hot water poured out, adding to the excite- 
mentof the occasion. The train men and 
passengers came to the —_ of the engineer, 
and, by digging from under him and lifting off 
the tender-tank, released him. At 
first they supposed him dead, but he 
revived »O as to return home on the 
neontrain. Thecar containing the Margus 
of Lorne and party, being the last of the train, 
was little disturbed by the accident. His 
Grace came forward tothe wreck just asthe 
tender was being lifted offthe engineer. He 
returned tothe car and remained until the 
wreck was cleared atnoon. Thetrain mensay 
that the connections on the Lorne car did 
not fit the air-brake connection on the other 
Cars; and the car being heavy shoved the train 
ahead, otherwise the accident might have been 
avoided.

Von der Ahe, the latter tormed a St. Louis 
Sportsmen’s Park Association, and improved 
the grounds fe | gotersing them and erecting 
additional buildings. he Brown Stocking 
Base Bali Club was organized with twelve 
members, the president being a well-known 
sporting reporter, Mr. James Pennoyer, who 
wastoact as manager, Mr. Ed. Cuthbert as 
tenth man, and a nine composed of Messrs. 
McGinness, Baker, the Gleason brothers, 
Magner and McOaffrey. They were to do 
the playing of ball and the _ gate 
receipts were theirs. The association 
expected to make its money inthe sale of re- 
served seats and refreshments. Their secre- 
tary, Mr. Alu Spink, was to attend to the mat- 
ter Of arranging games, in connection with 
theclub. Theclub had agreedto divide its 
money in twelve equal shares. Atthe outset 
of the season, the dividends were verv small, 
og ps as low as $375.

The Treasury Depart- 
ment allows the value as silver for mutilated 
currency according to the value of silver at the 
time presented,but many persons are refusing 
such coins, except at the vriues above given. 


THE fine Anchor Line steamers are now tak- 
ingtheir places for the season. The W. P. 
Halliday, which leaves for New Orleans this 
evening, has been put in complete condition, 
and no expense has been spared to bring her to 
the highest standard of excellence. Early next 
month two new packets, the largest and finest 
of the fleet, will be ready to fallin, when the 
people of this valley will begin to turn their 
attention again to the river, and there will 
soon be a larger passenger travel than ever 
before known on the Mississippi. , Such palaces 
as are run by the two Anehor Lines are bound 
to draw. There is no reason why they should 
not be full of excursionists the entire winter 
und spring season. 

AST. PAUL dispatch says: ‘‘There is acon- 
tinued risein alithe rivers in this vicinity, 
owingto heavy rains. At the Government 
gauge here the water is 10 feet 1¢ inches above, 
and has risen 8inchesin the past twenty-four 
hours. Ihe Chippewa at Eau Claire is 17 feet 
above low water mark. The extensive lumber 
mills are shut down, and every effort is being 
made to prevent serious damage. A special to 
the Pioneer Press says a portion of the upper 
bridge embankment has been washed away, 
and the structure isin danger, and one abut. 
ment of the lower bridge is also gone. One of 
the large mills is undermined and expected to 
fall. At Stevens’ Point, on the Wisconsin, the 
water is within a few inches of the highest ever 
known. A large numper of men are working 
on the levee, which it is feared will break 
away and flood the city, asthe water is still 
rising. Aspecialfrom Eau Claire says the 
Chippewa and Eau Claire rivers register 18 feet 
above. Some parts ofthe city are inundatea 
and travel isinterrupted. Both bridges are 
wrecked and considerable damage has been 
done at the large mills, none of which are ran- 
ning on account of the high water. It is re- 
ported that several dams have been washed 
out on the Upper Chippewa. A portion of 
the dam inthe North Fork was washed out, 
but allthe Jogs that have escaped will be 
caught at the lower boom.’’ 

PITTSBURG DISPATCH: In 184t Capt. Robin- 
son, of the new steamer SwiftSure No. 3, came 
to the conclusion that his boat was a suitable 
one for the Pittsburg and Cincinnati trade,and 
that Monday from Pittsburg wasa good day.

This 
is quite magnanimous, but the Democrats 
should take possession of the Presidency of 
the Senate if they have the power. Some 
Republican may take itinto his mind to kil! 
Mr. ARTHUR before his termis out, and the 
Conservative Democracy should be in posi- 
tion to rescue the country from anarchy. 


ANOTHER terrible scandal is threatened in 
Washington. The Pension Bureau, it is siid, 
will reveal rottenness beside which the Star 
Route swindles will smell like attar of roses.

THE Repubdlican’s head is a little weak, but 
its stomach 18 still all right. A few days ago 
it turned up its old maidish-nose at a loudly 
odoriferous Paris letter from one ‘‘Monsieur 
Jacques” tothe Globe-Democrat, and pub- 
licly asserted that the gaseous filth made it 
sick. Itcould not have been a_stomachic 
affection, for yesterday we discovered right 
under the editorial diaphragm of “Old 1808,’ 
and jammed up against the pylorean gate of 
its alimentary castle, a column clipping from 
the New York Mercury describing in glowing 
style, under the head of “Queer Phases of 
Life,” a ball given on Third avenue, New 
York, which was attended by male varlets in 
feminine attire, and which surpasses in foul- 
ness and filthiness of fact and suggestion 
anything thathasever appeared in print in 
St. Louis except ‘Monsieur Jacques’’”’ lati- 
tudinous letter.

Ex-Gov. FRANKLIN J. MosgEs, of South 
Carolina, is in jailin New York for obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. He once 
owned the negro vote of his State and had a 
royal and riotous reign there, pandering to 
every description of vice, fostering corrup- 
tion and in other manners expressing his 
willingness to allow others to administer the 
laws of the country while he had a monopoly 
of the enjoyment ofits wine and women.

For this proud piececf 
financiering he persuaded the Board togive 
him a salary of $5,000 per year, though bet- 
ter men had given their time and services to 
the Association gratuitously. It is well un- 
derstood that the stock of the Fair As- 
eOciation pays n> dividends and _ that 
all of its positions are full of honor. 
Such men as ARTHUR BARRET, JUIUS 
WALSH, CHAS. L. HUNT and G. : B. 
ALLEN built upthe Fair and made it what it 
is—the most creditable institution in St. 
Louis and the one nearest the hearts of the 
peopie. Being a sordid, selfish creature, 
GREEN’S first. move was to grab a salary and 
his second was to assume tbat the Fair was 
his own personal property. He has, in so far 
ashe has been able, managed the business 
with a view to his own aggrandizement and 
he basused his little power for one or two 
weeks inthe year to wreak persoual spite 
and gratify personal revenges. We appreciate 
the glories of the St. Louis Fair as 
much as any citizen can. and we are as 
thoroughly devoted to its interests as the 
gentlemen who sit in the Board of Directors 
For this reason we sincerely trust that the 
GREEN regime will be brought to a close 
with the end of this fiseal vear.

Some Points inthe Career of 
This Individual. 


Why He Was Expelled From St, 
Xavier's Sodality, |

What un Ex-President of the Fair 
Asecociation Says of His Al- 
leged Services.

His Ignominious Political Career—What 
Messrs. Franklin, Simmons, Mellier 
and Others Say of Green’s Fair 
Management. 


Mr. Chas. Green’s friends have never hes- 
itated to claim that his public services have en. 
titled him to the greatest admiration, that he 
has done great work in . build- 
ing up the city, that he has 
placed the Fair Association on a solid basis, 
and that be has interested himself in every 
way for the public good. As Mr. Green and his 
triends have never hesitated to emblazon these 
claims one¢very opportunity, the PostT-DIs- 
PATCH hasinvestigated the matter, with the 
following result: 

The first time that Green had an oppor- 
unity to distinguish himself was whenthe 
Civil war rent the nation in twain. 
lle Was a young man then, im- 
bued with all the power of youth, 
energetic even beyond what he has been in 
later vears, in fact a public benefactor, in full 
regalia. These were the times thattried men’s 
souls. Then it Wasthatsons were tearing them- 
selves uway from mothers, sisters, sweethearts 
anda wives, to battie and to die in defense of 
either the North orSouth. What pleasures it 
vives to conteinplate the subject of this 
sketch as he grasped the problem and settled 
upon his line of action. Asa man who was re- 
solved to serve his country, as it has been 
claimed hedid, one course was open to him. 
Green pondered, asd when he ponders heis 
always contemplating some heroic or unhearil 
of action. He continued to think, and atter 
serious consideration heresvolved tu take the 
decisive step. Ife buttoned up his coat 
to the neck, clenched his front 
firmly, set his slouched hat 
well down over his eyes and went forth. 
Where? Toenroll hisname among the sol- 
diers of his country, and shoulder the musket 
in defense of the city for which his friends 
claim he had done £0 much? Oh, dear, no. 
You don't know Charles Green, Esq. He was 
never rash, even if, according to nature’s 
rules, he hadto be young. His head was gen- 
erally level. Why, he went = fortn 
to hunt up the British Vice- 
Consul, and there he claimed that he was en- 
titled to Mother Victoria’s protection, and he 
straightway swore aterrible oath to this et- 
fect. Then he went forth again, and he sought 
the Provost Marshal,} and to him 
he handed his English exemption papers. Then 
he wert forth for the third tame, smiling soft- 
ly to himself as he thought how he hades- 
caped the daily danger of the whistling minie 
ballandtherations of salt pork. In a book 
printed in 1866, entitled ‘*A List of Dtsloyal 
aud Disfranchised Personsin St. Louis County, 
Compiled from Official Documents,’’ the 
glory ef this heroic achievement is recorded. 
The book 1s now extremely scarce, but any- 
body who can secure a copygmay turnto page 
68S and there, about half way down the columa, 
may read the folowing entry: ‘‘No 3155, 
Green, Chas... British, Third Ward.’’ No 
other record marks this splendid deed of this 
hero’s career. You see there were two sides in 
this war, and Green might have taken either, 
but he did not. 

His friends, who are now ta'king of his pub- 
lic services, explain his conduct in the follow- 
ing lucidmanner: If Green, Chas3., British, 
etc., bad gone to the wars, he might have 
been pinked, yea, even shot. Sach things had 
bappened. If he bad been kijled, of course 
he would not have lived tocarry so greata 
share of the city’s property upon his ghoul- 
ders. SO he °* preferred to avoid 
the 1isK and live to be a 
public benefactor. Did he know he was going 
to be one? Why, yes. What a foolish question? 
He feltitin his bones. Hehas a great head, 
nad can tell at any time what heis going to be 
at another, if somebody does _ not 
interfere. On Wednesday, July ll, 
1SG6, when quiet was again ieitored, 
Mr. Green went before Judge IT. C. Moody, 
of the Circuit Court, and on the testi uony ot 
Aled C. Bernoudy and Jehn VP. Mcurath he 
took steps toward becoming a citizen. Somuch 
for his first public service, A couple of years 
after he had been natura!'ized his impulse to 
serve the city urged him te seek fora seat 
in the City Council from the sixth Ward, 
where he then lived. Hedidso. Back of him 
was William Hvdeand the Missouri Repubit- 
can. Chas. A. Mantz wasthe other Democra- 
tic candidate. The old Sixth was then the 
banner Democratic ward of the city, and was 
never known to polliess than 600 majority. 
Green’s friends thought Mantz was likelv to 
vet the nomination -o they arranged a plan. 
On the night ot the setection, Bill Hyde ana 
the boys got to the hall long before tne time, 
calleathe meeting, nominated Green, Chas., 
ex British snbject, and skedaddled. So Mantz 
fuiled to get the fair show. When a man wants 
to be a benefactor, why does he always meet 
with opposition ? People who thought 
Green ought to have gone to 
the wars, coaleseed, S, H. Laflin was 
run as an independent, and he beat Green, the 
Democratic cundidate, clear out of his boots 
in the banner ward of the city. 

Here bevius the third lesson. After Green’s 
iynominious Jereat by Laflin, he quit the trade 
of publie benefactor tor a while. He did not 
wantto serve his fellow-citizens any more, 
and he took this resolve in the face ot 
the fact that his fellow-citizens would nor al- 
low him to serve them if he wanted to. 
For five years he nursed his wrath, retired to 
his tentand refused even to smile. At the 
end of that time he combed bis locks, came 
outintothe sunshine again, and said that if 
he could have the vacant Police Commission 
ership he weuid let by-gones be by-gones and 
call everything square. This wasin February, 
'73. The Republican and Wm. Ilyde were glad 
to see their friend again. They took him 
by tke hand and said of course 
be eoulad have the Commissionership. 
They thought they had itin their pocket, you 
see, andthat the Governor was in there too. 
Well, so he was, but that does not matter. 
liyde went to Jefferson City, and Gov. Wood- 
son solemnly assured him that the benetactor 
of the public, Chas. Green, should have the 
oftice. Then alarge numper of the citizens 
protested. A delegation went up 
on the aext srain, set before the 
Governoe, among other facts, the one which 
had Jately become known about Green's seeK- 
ing british protection, and Woodson said tliat 
that settled Green and that he would never 
getthe oftice. But the Governor could not 
stand the pressure. [ill Jiyde triumphed, and 
Green’s name wentintothe Senate. At that 
time Chas.P. Johbnson,as Lieutenant Governor, 
presided inthe Senate andthe St. Louis dele- 
gation was composed of Messrs. McGinnis, 
Price, Phelan, Brokmeyer, Lancaster and I[tt- 
ner. The body metin executive session, and 
although Green's friends died hard, they 
slaughtered him again. The fact of his seeking 
British protection was the, principal ob- 
jection to him, and Charles rs 
Johnson and others severely excoriate’l 
him beforethe body. Several ot the gentle- 
men mentioned above were seen, but they re- 
tused to talk about the matter donein execu- 
tive session any morethanto say Green was 
beaten principally on account of his British 
exemption. . 

He was beaten again, and it was at this period 
of his life, as he journeyed from Jefferson 
City, that he said to his friend, Wm. Hyde, 
who rode with him: ‘‘RBill, 1 do wish I had 
yonetotne war and died, ratherthan have 
saved my life to serve my fellow-citizens. 
somehow, Billv, they don’t appear to appre 
ciate the sacrifice. (Tearfully.) They won't 
let me serve thein although | am dying to 
do it.’’ 

Later Mr. Green did succed in catching on to 
the presidency of the Board of Assessors. Llow 
he filled that office everyvbouy knows. He 
taxed and retaxecd everybody but himself ani! 
his friends, whose property was protected at 
every possible bezard. He succeeded in 
making himself the most unpopular man 
that ever filled the position, and his stepping 
down and out was hailed with delirious shouts 


of joy by the tax-payers, who still fought sny 
of the man who was beivg consumed with 
one desire, to serve the public. 

GREEN'S EXPULSION. 

Mr. Green came beretwenty-seven years ago, 
and, entering the St. Louis University asa 
pauper student, began a course of reading for 
the priesthood. He became a 
Jesult novice, and remained in 
the institution long enough to acquire suffi- 
cient book-learning to fit him for the society 
of people not wholly endowed with ignorance. 
He left the university to go into the real es- 


“tate business, and the rest of his career, with 


its faults and b‘unders, is in the posses- 
sion of the@~PosT-DisPpaTCH ready to 
putin print if the substance of the matter jus- 
tified its appearance in 2 clean and wholesome 
newspaper. Several incidents in his life 
must necessarily be passed over, *spe- 
cially that portion ot it which relates to his 
flight to Cincinnati in the cholera year 1566, 
when on the way back tothis city he publiciy 
and in gq most fiagrant and shamieful 
manner, in the presence of tiiends, among 
whom were Mevsrs. Heetan und W. Mcso:ley, 
associated with a lewd female. His conduct 
was so scandalizing on this occasion that his 
own friendgsoutot shame were compelled to 
report him to the officers of St. Xavier's (the 
College) Sodality, of which he was not only a 
member, but one of the council, and he was at 
once expetied. 
AN EX-PRESIDENT ON GRERN. 

‘‘And what do you think of. Charley 
Green?'’ said a POST-DISPATCH reporter to an 
ex-president and present director of the Fair 
A-seciation who was metinthe grounds yes- 
terday. 

**How?:’’ 

‘*In several wavs. What do you think of 
his excluding the POST-DISPATCH reporters 
fiom the arena and refusingtoallow other 
reporters to fturnish us the awards made, for 
imstance?’’ 

‘‘Of course, that is only a wart of 
the short-sighted policy which is 
Intsir anaging this whole Fair. Be- 
cause Mr. Green has what he is pleased to 
think is a grievance against the PosT- DISPATCH 
he has no right to deprive me and the other 
stockholders of the benefit of the advertising 
which the POST DISPATCH is willing to give us. 
Carry the idea out to its Jogical conetn- 
siop—suppcse ull of the papers here attacked 
Mr. Green and he shut allot them out, wuere 
weuld the Fair be? Now Il hold that he has no 
rigltto depreciate ny property. Mr. Green 
owns the largest block otf stock in this corpor- 
ation, but after him I am the next largest 
shareholder, and this sort of conduct hurts iny 
property as well! as his.’’ q 

‘*Dut was there no protest?’ 

‘‘Of course we have protested. Kalb pro- 
tested for one from the beginning. He put it 
very plainly to Mr, Green thst be had no right 
to curry his private animosities into the Fair; 
but there isnous@in talking to the fellow. 
lie thinks he isthe only manthet can do any- 
thing, and he thinks that this Fair is his pri- 
vate propeity.’’ 

, ‘You have had considerable trouble with 

Mim ?’ 

‘*] have had trouble with him ever since he 
came into the board. Limplored the board not 
to act so hastily in tle 33,00 sala y grab, 
and Mr. Green toia me then that 
I was alwais objecting to eversthing. 
Itoid bimthat #28 long as I was making an 
honest effort to guard the money in the treas- 
uly forthe association I would be very apt to 
continue objecting to every one of hisschemes, 
Allthe manthinks of is money. That sa'‘ary 
mab was 2 most disgraceful affair, but in 
thorough keeping withthe map. Did you ever 
here the complete Listory ot it?’ 

‘*No—1 have heard a good cealofit, bntl 
mexuntto ask you to tell ine the whuie story.’’ 

‘‘Well, it began along time ago. Green be- 
Pn laying the wires for the 
place as soon as we moved 
up to that oflice on Chestnut street. He said 
then that we ougbt to choosea president who-e 
oftice was close to the Fair Grounds oftice 
(meaning himself) and pay him a good round 
salary to attend tothe work. I will tell you 
another time how he managed to push 
Walsh out—it wasadirty, lowtrick. Anyhow 
he was made president. These grounds are 
easily woith $250,(00; we raised $175,000 at seven 
per ccnt, and as we had offered a certain cus- 
tomary percentage to any broker who would 
sell them it was resolved to give 
Green $1,800 for the brokerage, which 
with the salarv of $1,200 that had been voted 
made a total of $4,000. Green said himself that 
he did not want it to go on the records that he, 
23 president of the association, had accepted a 
brokerage fee of $1,800 for doiny 
his dutv as president’ in selling 
the bonds—you know that was what he got the 
origina) $1,200 tor—and he requested that in- 
stead of giving it to him as a fee his salary for 
the year be made $3,000, I objected, but it 
passed. Heis backed by a well-disciplined 
clique.’’ 

‘*Wasit a hard job to place those bonds?’’ 

‘‘Hard? A child could have sold them! 
Look at the security. and look at the interest! 
Seven percent, mind you, when Government 
bonds were commanding a premium at 
four per cent. I tell you I was glad 
of a chance to by some of tie 
bonds myself. And eveninthat deal the na- 
ture of the man shows out. There was quite a 
flourish about bis taking $15,000 0f the bonds, 
and he posea as our benefactor. Now TI hap.- 
pento know that the real purchaser of that 
Lluck was the Citizens’ Bank, which stands in 
with Green—he gets the giory and they get the 
seven per cent.’’ 

‘*How wus the $3,000 salarys managed this 
year?’ 

‘‘By apalpable trick, sit! Green wentto 
Mr. H. L. Dousman, One of the directors, who 
had been absent atthetime of the $1,800 job 
the year before, and personally requested him 
to move that the salary be continued at the 
tizure of the. year betore. Mr. Dousman be- 
lieved this figure to be $1,2€0, and acgordingly 
he made the motion, which was promptly car- 
ried and clinched by the clique before there 
w:s apy time for demur cr objaction. Mr. 
Dousman indignantly denounced the trick as 
so a he di c.veredit, but of course he was 
tow Ja e.’’ 

‘‘Hiew long is this $g,0€0 businéss to con- 
tinue?:’’ 

‘‘Let me show you somcthing,’’ said he, 
tuking a Fair programme from the reporter's 
band, and marking the names oi Chas. Green, 
Ed. Ilarrison, David Clarkson, W. W. Wiatt»- 
nell, Ec ward Martin, John J. 
Menges, kK. A. Filley, John G. Prath-r 
and A. GB. Pendleton in une list of directors, 
‘*Thatisthe cijque, and you will find that, 
uniess something unforeseen happens, that 
$3,4(0 salary will be continued until two more 
of those gentlemen get $6,000 each ont cf the 
Foir Assoriativon. FT von't mention § their 
names.

‘“Whatdo you think of the exhibits this 
year?’’ 

' **Some of them are very poor, but what can 
vou expect? The cligque is not looking to tie 
interests of the Fair, but to their own. They 
have manipulated threeot the best mem 

bers out of the board—in one instance 
putting in a gentleman with just one share of! 
stock tothe exclusion of Gerard B. Allen, a 
heavy shareholder. Mr. Meyer, one of the 
ousted wastormerly the director of the ma- 
chinery department, and he always had a good 
display there because he knew 
whatto get and whereto getit. Look atthe 
displav this year and what is it? A lot of reap- 
ersand binders that ought to be over inthe 
Agricultural Department and a raft of miscel- 
laneous gimcracks § that represent the 
mechanical industries of this State about as 
well as those of the FijiiIslands. Look at the 
Textile Hall—atthe whole Fair. Why, I tell 
you, if it were not for Mr. Kalb we whold have 
no exhibits atallthis year. Most of the di- 
rectors have made no effort at ail 
to secure exhibitors. In some cases exhibitors 
have been positively «driven away -by the 
clique. Where is KE. C. Simmons’ display? 
Where that of Wm. Barr & Co.’ Where Gum- 
mersell’s’ It was onlv by a_ scratch 
that Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney came in 

You just ask those tirms whom I have name 
why they have not exhibited, andthe answuis 
would startle the people of St. Lonis.’’ 

‘*You think the time has comethen to show 
up the mismanagement ofthe Fair’’’, 

‘‘lam not quiteready tosay allthat? nave 
tosay, andthatisthe only reasonthatl re 
quire you to keep my name,as yet, out of the 
paper. I don’t propose to have my property 
ruined by the mismanagement of any 
clique, however, and’ I have too large 
nu money stake in this corporation to let it be 
wrecked without doipg ail in my power to 
save it.*’

GLAZIER’S CANOE. 


Flow It Carried Him to the Source 
of the Miessissippl. 


An Interesting Account of the Discovery 
of the Head of the Great River. 


—————— 


Capt. Willard Glazier, the ‘‘soldier au- 
thor,’’ who is now On his way from the source 
of the Mississippi to the Gulf of Mexico, ar- 
rived at the wharf after dark yesterday. 
It had been arranged that several of the boat 
clubs should go up in their sculls to the north- 
ern part of the city to meet the Captain, but 
the high wind and the rough condition of the 
river prevented this plan being carried out. 
Delegations from the ‘*Excelsiors’’ and the 
‘‘Westerns’’ went up in skiffs above the bridge 
and met Capt. Glazier, accompanied by a 
number ot skiffs containing ladies and gentle- 


whoturned out to welcome the naviga- 
eg He effected a sate landing at the foot of 
Anna street, when he put his canoes safely 
away in the Excelsior Boat-house, and was 
inmmediately driven to 4 private residence. 
A Post DISPATCH reporter met the 
Captain this mnorning and found him in 
good condition after his journey, the only 
visible sign of his exposures being a heavy suit 
of tan a hie complexion, IHfeis a young man, 
with light blueeyes anda drooping moustache, 
not stout. but compactiy built, and wears a 
sort of undress uniform and a 
half militarv style of hat. 
He talks about histripin a modest, unassum- 
ing manner, and wants it understood that he 
undertook the wonderful trip simply to discov- 
er the source of the river,and to study the peo- 
ple oa the way down to the Gulf. Te might 
have made the journey partly by boat and rail, 
but he preferred to dditin his own way, 80 
that he might stop wherever and whenever he 
pleesed. He says that if the idea was eccentric, 
he trip_custs him » as Sam Lowes which is 
9ayin retty heavily tor eccentricity. 
os ’When did you muke the start?’’ asked the 
eporter. 
"oo left Brainard on the 12th of last July, and 
proceeded through twenty-one lakes and 
twenty portages to Lake Itasca. The first 
place I stopped was at Leech Lake. 
Here I met Maj. Ruffe, the Indian agent, who 
is in charge of Leech Lake. White Earth and 
Rea Lake, three agencies which have been 
consolidated into one. Maj. Ruffe was on his 
wav to Lake Winnibegoshisch, to locate a dam 
which the Government intends to build. The 
Indians are opposed to it, because they claim 
that it wil cause an overtiow of 
the ricg and sugar lanas. Ruffe 
had with him Whit: Cloud, Fiat Mouch 
Bow Strinz and other chiefs, who were on their 
way to inspectthe location of the dam and 


estimate the damages,and Paul Baulieu,an old 


interpreter, well known throughout the Norch- 
west. Baulieu claimed that Itasca was not the 
source of the Mississippi, andne had a theory 
about the matter which was exploded liter. 
After leaving Ruffe, we secured birch canoes 
and started for Itasca. I had with me Mr. b. 
©. Paine, of the St. Paul Pioneer-Press, who 
has accompanied me throughout the trip, and 
came with me to this city, and my brother, 
who has gone to Chicago.’’ 

‘-Who were your guides?:’’ 

‘(We had along one half-breedand two full- 
blooded Indians, and one of the latter is en- 
titled to a great deal of the credit. He was 
called Che-no-wa-ge-sic, which meais ‘rat 
tling sky’ in his language, and he got his 
name from the fact that he had been borndur- 
ing athunder storm. He was very intelligent, 
and it was he that led us to Lake 
Itasca and the source of the river.’’ 

‘*Had hea theory of his own?’’ 

‘‘Yes, and the rightone. After we started 
he asked thednterpreter to tell me that Itasca 
was not the source, and that when we got 
there he would take me to the place I was 
looking for. Che-no-wa-yge-sic had hunted 
and trapped inthat country for thirty years, 
and his father, whois still alive and is said to 
be 117 years of age, had done so for fifty years 
before him.?’’ 

‘*‘When did you get to Lake Itasca?’’ 

‘*‘We reached the Lake onthe 2Iist of Juty, 
and camped on Schkoolcraft’s Island, named 
after the first discoverer, who located the 
head of the Mississippi at Itascain 1832. I6 is 
no wonder that the source has never been 
found, for the country is almost impenetrable, 
and I did not-find more thantwo Indians who 
had ever penetraced into the country.’’ 

‘‘How long did you remain at Schooilcraft’s 
Island?’ 

‘‘We started on the next day, the 22d of July. 
We went around the Southern extremity of 


Itasca. You see, the Mississippi, 
atter leaving Itasca, flows northward 
jor nearly 10u miles, and we 


rightly reasoned that if there was another 
body of water flowing into the lake it must 
come from the south. We explored the south- 
ern portion of Itasca, and after brushing awav 
and removing a lot ot brushwood amd reeds we 
came upon alittle stream, possibly five feet 
in breadth and leading southward. We got 
our Canoes into this and with considerable difti- 
culty pushed along with slow and hard work, 
and 1t seemed as though the litte siream had 
never before been gone through. About three- 
quarters of amile south of Lake Itaska we 
came upon a beautiful lake, aimost round 
and nearly one and one-half miles is diameter. 

It was not exactiy round, but more nearly 
heart-shaped. We coasted the whole iake and 
found nothing butafew rivulets, the outlets 
of springs, which were scarcely worthy of no 
tice. We explored thoroughly and we are 
convinced that there is nothing further. 
The Indians calied this lake Po-keg-a-ma, 
which means the ‘lake onthe side of another 
lake,’ andis acommonterm with them. We 
fired six volleys over it, amd Mr. Paine sug- 
gested that wecallthe little body of water 

ake Glazier, which was done.’’ 

‘* How Jong did vou remain there?’’ 

‘*Oh, a couple of honrs. We started back in 
our canoesjthrough Lake Itasca and down the 
wholeriver. Onthe way back we discovered 
the lake that Baulieu had mistaken tor the 
source -of the river. We came as far as 
Aitkenin our birch canoes, and I there ex- 
changed mine for a Rusbton model canoe, 
builtin New York, and in which I came to this 
city. Itied to get the Indiansto accompany us 
on the down thip, but they went back to Leech 
Lake,whence they wiote us through a mission- 
arythatthey would not eome. They hada 
wholesome fear of the Southern country, the 
alligators, etc., and although I offered some 
of them large money, they would not come. 
After I got back to St. Paul,a missionary there 
claimed that he had discovered another lake, 
further beyond, but he must have been there 
in the rainy season,and have seen some pools, 
asthe country is very marshy. We are sure 
there is nothing else.’’ 

Capt. Glazier will deliver his lecture on ‘‘The 
Pioneers of the Mississippi’’ inthis city next 
Thursday night. 

He leaveson Friday morning to complete 
his journey to the Guif.

The Money Spent by Visitors in St. 
Louis Hstimated at 
$1,000,000. 


One Hundred and Fifty Thousand Guests 
During the Fair — Hotel Accom- 
modationus—General Notes. 


The Fair endsto day. To-morrow the peo- 
ple of the city will go out to give their friends, 
the boothkeepers, a final whirl. Now that the 
Fairisover, a few facts bearing upon the 
direct effect of the great annual harvest festi- 
val upon the city’s interests will be of interest. 
It is almost impossible to calculate with any 
degree of accuracy the attendance of stran- 


gers during the week. It is well 
known that, after Monday and then 
onto Friday, the demand for accommoda- 


tions at the hotels was greater than onany 
previous occasion. The crowd commenced to 
gather on Sunday, as the hotel registers show. 
There are fifty-three hotels recognized as 
such by the authorities, as distinguished from 
boarding-houses, and the City Directory lo- 
cates 256 ot the latter. No one of them but had 
allits lodging room taken upon Tuesday and 
Wednesday night, except those located at 
extreme distances from the city’sheart. Some 
idea nay be gained of the demand for accom- 
modutions by the attendunce atthe five prin- 
cipal hotels. 

rrom Sunday morning until last night there 
were registered at the Soutnern tlotel fitty 
pages of names, averaging torty to the page, 
or 2,000 arrivals. On Tuesday alone there were 
600 arrivals. On Tuesday night, by actual 
count, 911 persons occupied beds inthe notel, 
outside of the help and the regular boarders.

The arrivals at the Linde}l for the same pe- 
riod oceupied 42 pages, averaging 40 names 
each, or 1,60 arrivals.

815 people. The Laclede Hotel did an enorm- 
ous business, the rates being more popular 
wita the country people, The capacity of the 
hotel, with the assistance of 250 cots, 13 500. 
There -was not a rooin in the hotel vacant after 
Sunday night. The number of arrivals on 
Tuesday was 490. Thetotal arrivals of the 
week were within a few of I,700. 

The Planters’ House, ever popular with the 
people of the interior of Missouri and Illinois, 
bas done an enormous business. The total 
arrivals run between 1,500 and 1,600, and the 
arrivalson Tuesday were45v. The St. James 
Hotel register shows atotual arrival of 1,232, 
and on T..esday night sheltered 700 people. A 
total of 8,000 in five hotels will serve as an in- 


dication of the extent of the throng. The 
surnum, Everett, Ives and other of 
the, hotcls can accommodate 400 


guests easily per day. An experienced hotel 
man said last evening that the hotels had prob- 
ably cared for 35,0u0 people,and the boarding 
houses about twice that number. The daily 
arlival ot long trains Of excursionists from 
towns in the immediate vicinity, whoreturned 
inthe evening, without patronizinga hotel, 
mustnot be overlooked. This classof excur- 
sionists reached 5,000 daily, so that as fair an 
estimate ascan be madeg is that St. Louis 
has been called upon to entertain during the 
week 140,000 ple. It was a matter of much 
speculation during the centennial at Philadel- 
phia as to what a stranger was worth toa city 
per diem, and after much stuiyof the subject 
itwas agreed that the amount of money ex- 
pended would average 4 perday. If the l4u,- 
v0O strangere had each remained in St. Louisa 
single day this would have shown the crowd to 
have been worth tothe city $56),0.0. Many of 
them, ver, remained ;,for two or 
more days, and that would = swell 
the city’s receipts to about $590,000. All classes 
were benefited. The hotels, restaurants and 
salcons seemed to take the bulk of the money, 
buttbne fact isthattnedry goods, clothing, 
millinery, boot and shoe, jewelry and fancy 
goods stores were doing all the busiuess they 
eould accommodate. The grand Fourth street 
illumination. which cost the mercnants $1 per 
foot, paid them, for they huve uever had a bet- 
ter week. Anideaot how a carnival crowd 
drinks will be gained when it isknown that on 
Tuesday Tony Faust sold 107 kegs or 1,070 gal- 
lons of beer, and Wednesday 101 Kegs, and on 
Thursday 104 kegs. A large amountof monsy 
found it way intothe pockets of livery men 
and hackinen. The hack stand was empty 
nearly all week. The livery men kept all 
their stock yzoing. The pink-eye epidemic 
came atatime to dothem much damage. A 
national convention of § street peddlers 
seems to have been called in connection with 
thejFair, and a good business has been done by 
the army of sidewalk merchants who sold 
microscopes, and false mustaches price 5cents 
very popular with the country boys, silicate 
slates, Indian bead work, toy balloons, re- 
leather pocket-books, cheap jewelry, white 
rubber suspenders, and abhundred otuer ar- 


técles. Dnring the early evening on Fourth

Yorkey 
Pete investigated the matter and founda that 
between forty and fifty Chicago and Cincinnati 
shiners had run over here to make a few extra 
dimes.

Everybody 
made money, this week whether his stock was 
toothpicks or diamonds. The beauty 
of it is that the money is bronght here 
and left here to stimulate every branch of 
trade. A million dollars business has been 
done during the week by the merchants with 
visétors to the Fair.

Bayard the Unanimous Candidate. 
WASHINGTON, October &.—In the Democratic 
only five absentees—Fair, Far- 
ley, Slater, Grover and Ransom—the 
sentiment in favor of electing Bayard 
President of the Senate the first thing Monday 


wes overwhelming. That was agreed without 
any suggestion tothe contrary. It was then 


formally resolved that Bayard be elected. The . 


next question, of the right of the Demo- 
crats to elect a Secretary before 
swearing inthe new Senators was, taken up 
and «a lengthy ¢«di-cussion ensued. Some 
the nght the sec. etary snould properly be eleet- 
edébefore the swevring in of the new Senators, 
and «thersthat it is the right of the new 
senators to paiticipate inthis election. This 
positive action of the Democrats will prob- 
ably render unnecessary any appointment of 
conference committees. The matter of elect- 


ing a Secretury and of forming 
the committees will probably be left 


for the December session after the organiza- 
tion of the Senate, 


The Republican Plan, 
WASHINGTON, October 8.—The Republican 
and Democratic caucuses met at ll o’clock. 


Soon atter 12 o’clock the Repubii- 
cans took a_recess to ascertain if 
they could find what line the 


Democrats proposed to adopt. The drift of 


the talk of the Republican caucus was that the 
Democrats were determined to elect the 
President and that the Republicans would 
acquiesce. Asto the Secretatvship but little 
was said,:but it was indicated that 
the Republicans will not probably make an 
effort to elect a Secretary before the regular 
session. They are embarrassed with Gorham’s 
nomination last session. Grey and several 
other Republicans say they will not vote for 
Gorham, but as he is the regular caucus nom- 
inee the party does not know how to get rid 
of him. Should the Republicans enter 
upon the election for Secretary the result will 
probably be the choice of a Democrat, through 
the refusal of Frye and others to vote for Gor- 
ham. The probability is thatthe chief clerk 
will act as Secretary until December, and un- 
less some important nominations are sentin 
the committees are not likely to be organized 
before December. The disposition of the 
Senators is to hurry through this special ses- 
sion without any entanglements. 


In Session. 

WASTIINGTON, October 8.—The Democratic 
Cuucus is considering the Republican proposi- 
tion for a conference. Some Democrats favor a 
conference, but it is urged that if they meet the 


Republieans they must not do so with any pre- 
viously adopted programme. The important 
question under discussion is whether the Dem- 
ocrats shall abandontheir plan of proceeding 
with the election of a resident for 
the purpose of meeting the Republicans in 


conference. Some tavor doing this while 
others insist upon sticking to the 
oe oo sg of the election _ of 
sSayard. All agree, however, that 


if they consent to go into conference they 
must do so without any prearranged plans and 
thus submit the whole question toa confer- 
ence.

FOOD FOR FARMERS. 


A Budget of Valuable Hints and Sug- 
gestions. 


The report of the Department of Agriculture 
shows the potato crop to be very small. Itis 
only 68 per cent of afull crop. As is usually 
the case, the yleld was largest in the Northern 
States and smallest in the Southern. The 
severe and protracted drouth isthe chief 
cause of the very small crop, though insects, 
especially the Colorado beetle, were trouble- 
some in many sections. South of a latitude of 

40 degrees the crop js almost an entire fail- 
ure. Seed planted very early in the spring pro- 
duced fairly, but as the potatoes matured in 
midsummer, they will be of little value dur- 
fing the coming winter and spring. In most 
parts of the West the early rose is the favor- 
ite variety, and many farmers rely on them 
for the supply of their familied during the en- 
tire season. They have seen their best days, 
and are now showing signs of degeneracy. 
They are less productive than formerly, and 
more subject to disease. Many of them ce 
marked by scab. In many sections of the Wes 
where nearly all the people are engaged in 
farming there are not enough potatoes for 
home consumption. This is the case 10 
Soutbern Illinois and in many parts of Kan- 
sas. The shortness of the potato crop will 
be feltthe worst on account of the small 
amount of cabbages and other vegetables 
raised. Turnips make a fair substitute for 
potatocs, but the crop of them, which is 
never larce in this country, is very small this 
season. Intruth, there is a very small crop 
of all vegetabtes that can be employed in the 
place of common potatoes. Potatoes veneral- 
ly bring a good price, and there is more often 
a scarcity of them in allthe leading markets of 
the coutry than of any crop thatis incommon 
cultivation. Ina good location for growing 
und shipping, potatoes generaily pay a larger 
profit than unyv crop the Western farmer 
raises. The damage done and the trouble 
caused by insects during the past few vears 
have had the effect to cause farmers to neg- 
lect ‘this important crop. The objections 
most commonly urged agdinst ralsing pota- 
toes for the marketis the large amount of 
fabor required to pant, cultivate, harvest 
and marketthem. ‘The great amount of work 
must be done chiefly by hand, and Western 
farmers are‘likely to neglect any crop that 
requires considerable manual labor. Corn is 
now planted and curtivated by aid of ma- 
chines or implements drawn by horses. Near- 
iy ali the labor required to sow, harvest; and 
prepare for market a crop of grain is per- 
formed by the use of machines. Grass is also 
eut, cured, and stacked by means of machine- 
ry. The ease with which these crops are 
raised makes them favorite ones with farmers. 
But little bas been dome to adapt labor- 
saving mnuchinery to the culture of potatoes. 
Itis true that machines have lseen invented 
tor planting, cultévatiny, and digging pota- 
toes, and one designed for the latter purpose 
does excellent work. Thereis tittle demand 
for these machines, however, because most 
farmers devote but asmall amount of land to 
growing potatoes. As with other root crops. 
potatoes require the use of the hoe, which in 
these days of machinery the farmers dislike 
touse. [tis little use to raise potatoes for 
the market in a region where a protracted 
drouth is likely to prevail during the sum- 
mier. Ifthe tubers ripen before the drouth 
commences it is very difficult to preserve 
them. If they remain in the ground and 
rains occur after the tubers are nearty or 
quite full grown, they are quite likely to 
sprout and become of no value. A region not 
jHiable to drouths is favorabie to the pro- 
duction of cood potatoes. Large crops of 
sOtatoes ure commonin Great Britain, Ire- 
and, all the provinces of Canada, and the 
Northern tier of states and Territories from 
the Atlantic tothe Pacific Ocean. All these 
regions are coniparatively free from drouths. 
The shortness of tne seasonis favorabie toa 
large yield andagood quality of potutoes. 
Good potatoes can also be produced among 
the motuntainsof several of the Southern 
States, the climate being cool and the soil 
well supplied with moisture. Both the tubers 
and stalks of potatoes contain a Jarge amount 
of potash. They are therefore likely to do 
well on iand from which the wood has been 
cutand burned and on soil well supplied 
with minerals inasoluble condition. New 
jand is generally well adapted to the produc- 
tion of potatoes, for the reason that the pot- 
ash has not been exhausted by otner crops, as 
corp andthe smad]l grains. With rare e@x- 
ceptions soil that produces good grass will 
procuce good potatoes. The ordinary black 
Oil oftue prairies is not as good for pota- 
toes as soils that contain less carbon and 
more mineral matter. River bottoms gener- 
ally produce good potatoes, ‘@s the soil 
abounds in mineral matter. 
_ THE CAUSE OF MILK-SICKMESS.. 

Ever since the settlement of the West a 
Ciseuse popularly known «as “milk-sickness”’ 
bas pre\ailed among cattle during the season 
wheu they feed on green vegetation. The 
greater number of cases have been reported 
from jocuiities on the Ohio River and its trib- 
utaries. Some have affirmed that cattle are 
more likeiv to be afilicted with this disease 
that feed in woods and alomg the banks of 
Streams. Miich cows afilicted by this disease 
ure aid to communicate it to their voung, 
and to human beings that use their milk. The 
ciisease is sometimes known as the “‘trem- 
bles,” or **miik-sick poison.”? Animals af- 
icted with. it are feverish, inclined to lie 
cown aud disposed to be combative. They 
are geperaliy constipated, their hair is in- 
clined to stand out, and the aninmials, aftera 
little exercise, tremble or shake as if suffering 
With the azue. Human beings that are afflict- 
ed withthe disease exhdbit nearly the same 
syliptoms as animals. So far asto known the 

Writer of this the disease and its cause and 
remedy have never received the attention of 
the t.cst eminent members of the medical 

profession, Who are most likely to live inlarge 
vilies remote from the pleces where ‘‘milk- 
sickness” prevails. Indeed, there has been a 
disposition among many ietelligent persons in 
and out of iue professien to ridicule the idea 
that such a disease exists. They assert that 
itisa pecuilarform of malaria, and declare 
that a person might travel a thousand miles 
inany partof Kentacky, Missouri, Southern 
Ijlinois and Indiana and-not be able to find a 
case, although he would hear ofa large num- 
ber of cases a few miles from each place when 
be made bis ioquires. Intelligent local phy- 
‘siclans and stock-raisers, however, declare 
thatthe disorder exists as a distinct disease, 
and thatit is often fatalin its resultsto both 
man and beast. 
Dr. Orlando Bush, of Sheldon, Ill., lately 
Visited this office, and stated that, in the 
course of his jong practice in the southern 
and Eastern portions of the State, he had had 
manycases of the disease under his treat- 
ment, and that he has made it a matter of 
study and investigation during the past 
twenty years. He bad examined all the the- 
ores that bad been presented to account for 
pa cause of the disease. Several cattle be- 
POD Eng to his patrons having died from the 
effects oF it the present season, he resolved to 
experiment on some afthe members of his own 
berd with av lew of ascertaining the cause of 
the disease. lie found a plant growing inthe 
woods on Which cathe fed at this season of 
the year, ile gathered 4 quantity of it and 
fed it 4 4 healthy heifer, which s00n exhibit- 
ed al | Lhe 8) mptams of the disease, and short- 
iy afterwards died. He was comfident that 
the plant caused death. Hesays a bundle as 
lurge asa sheaf of wheatis sutticient to cause 
the death of an animalin from ten to twelve 
davs, the animal having a full supply of good 
food during the time. He states thatthe 
plant grows abouttwo and a half feet high, 
and has a white blossom, which appears about 
the first of September. The leaves stand op- 
posite to each other on the stalk; roots small 
and fibrous, which will allow tbe plant to be 
€arily pulled out of the ground. It abounds 
in a jarge portion of Kentucky, Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois, grows in a rich, moist soil 
ib sLady places, and

is cutoffand the sun causes the growth of 
grass and clover. 

Dr. Bush left specimens of thisplant for ex- 
amination, and two prominent botanists ofthe 
city pronounce it to be ‘*Eupatorium agera- 
toides.” Ithasno well-recognized common 
name, but belongs tothe thoroughwort or 
boneset family. Itis not referred toin any 
botanical or medical work as medicinal or poi- 
sonous. They are of the opinion|that it is not 
the cause of the disease in question. 

FRUIT OR VEGETABLES. 

Itis the general practice of horticulturists 
and commercial reporters, as well as of 
market-gardeners and green-grocers, to 
speak of. apples. pears, peaches, plums, 

uinces, cherries, and berries as fruit, but to 
class melons, squashes, pumpkins, cucum- 
bers and tomatoes as vegetables. Why such 
distinction was ever madeitis very ifticult 
to ascertain. The circumstances that garden- 
ers raise the latter products and do not the 
former may account for the reason that they 
are called vegetables. Some one suggested 
that fruit produced from plants raised from 
seed planted the same season should be class- 
ed as vegetables, but there seems to be no 
good reason for making this distinction. 

The recognized authorities on definitions 
make no distinctions of this kind. Webster 
defines as fruit *‘that part of plan which 
contains the seed, especiadly the juicy, pulpy 
products of certain plants, covering and in- 
cluding their seeds, as the apple, plum, pear; 
peach, berries,figs, melons, and others.” <A 
vegetable he defines as follows: ‘*In a more 
restricted sense a plant used for culinary 
purposes and cubtivated in gardens, or des- 
tined for feeding cattle, sheep, and other ani- 
mals, as cabbage, caulillowers, turnips, pota- 
toes, peas, beans, and the like.”’? Worcester 
saysafruitis “the product of a tree or plant 
in which the seeds are contained, or which is 
taken for food.’’ A vegetable, in the sense 
the word is used by gardeners, he defines as 
‘4 plant cultivated for culinary uses or for 
feeding domestic animals.”? 

HOW TO CARE FOR IMPLEMENTS. 

They should be well cleaned before they 
are put away. Itis not enough to remove 
the mud that adheres tothem. All the gum 
and thick oil that remains on shafts and jour- 
nals sheuld be taken off by the aid of a piece 
of bard wood, fashioned so that it will have a 
sharp edge. Spirits of turpentine or some 
form of napthais generally needed to make 
thorough work. Iron and steel surfaces 
should be covered with oil as a protection 
avainst rust. If the paint is worn off from any 
portions of the woodwork anew coat should 
be applied. The implements should be put 
where they will remain dry and out of the way 
of doing mjury to animais. Ifa farmer has 
no tools or carriage-house they may be piaved 
inthe barn. If this is done it is betterto put 
them on a scaffo!d than on the floar. he air 
in the upper part ofja buildingis drier than 
in the lower portion. If left on the barn floor 
they are likely to injure horses and cattle 
that get loose. Itis best to 
plements on putting them away, as the lower 
portions are not as well finished as the upper. 
if a farmer has no buildings in whicb he can 
store his implements be will tind it to his ad- 
vantage toreturn them to the warehouse of 
the person who sold them to him to keep till 
next season. Ifno building can be found in 
which to store them the farmer should make 
a ebelter out of such materials as hehas. All 
kinds of implements can be kept very well if 
they are covered to a suftiicient thickness with 
straw. Theyshould be placed on asupport 
of wood a few feet from the ground and straw 
piled over them in the form of a stack. 

TIME TO SOW TIMOTHY. 

A correspondent in Soutbern Indiana in- 
forms us that his timothy meadows are so sad- 
lvyinjured by the drouth that ne will ‘have to 
plow themup. He needs them al! in timothy, 
as that meets the demands of his market and 
rotation. He wants to know if he can now 
seed them to timotby and expect acrop of 
timothy nextsummer. If hislandisin vood 
condition, and he should vet his seed in well 
before the close of this month, we should ex- 
pect, the season favoring, he would. have a 
good mowing next season. 

The cleanest, best crop of timothy we ever 
saw Was the first crop sown the latter part ot 
August. The contingencies, however, are 
so great thatthe miajority of farmers prefer 
to diminish the chances by sowing timothy 
with wheat. They argue that if the timothy 
fuils we shall have the wheat anyway, and the 
pusture from the timothy, and then the 
second year the hay crop will be the paying 
crop. This practice has in favor the 
protection given to young timothy during the 
winterand spring bythe wheat crop. On 
bleak places the timothy is apt to perish un- 
less protected. Where the ljand is rich and 
protected by timber belts ora range of hills, 
or on the Eastern slope, we consider the 
chanees of a good crop of hay the first year 
after sowing as excellent. 

HOT POP CORN, 

A Texas correspondent of the Farming 
World cantake the cake. We have heard of 
wonderful things done by toe intense heat 
this summer, but now comes H. L. Berry, of 
Woodlawn, Texas., and avers that Jimmie 
Shilling’s crop of pop corn was popped onthe 
Stalk by the intense heat before the boy 
could gather it. The boy is not so much 
grieved about the loss of his corn as that he 
can’t have the fun of popping {ft next winter 
in his own little popper. ‘he benevolent 
little boys of the North, whose pop corn has 
been spared, should now make upa box of 
genuine red popcorn and send it on to Jimmie 
as soon as they are satisfied of the entire ac- 
curacy of the wonderful statement.

Household Recipes. 

MUFFINS.—Mix a quart of wheat flour 
smoothly with a pint and a half of lukewarm 
milk, balfafteacupful of yeasc, a couple of 
beaten eggs, a heaping teaspoonful of salt, 
and couple of tablespoonfuls of lukewarm 
meltea butter; set the batter in a warm place 
to rise; when light butter your muftin-cups, 
turn in the mixture and bake the muttins wll 
a light brown. 

HIORSE-RADISII VINEGAR (English).— 
{Juarter of apourd of scraped horse-radish, 
one ounce minced chalot,one dram eayenne, 
one quart of vinezar; put al! in a bottle. 
shake well every day for two weeks: when 
thoroughly steeped, drain and bottle, and it 
is ready for use. This is made best in Sep- 
tember or October, as horse-radish is best 
then, and is a nice relish for meat. 

()UICKLY MADE BEEY TEA.—Take any de- 
sired quantity of steak from the top part of 
the round, as this has less fat and more juice 
than any other part; remove all the fat and 
divide the meat into small pieces, cutting 
across the grain, put the meat in a dry 
saucepan and allowit to sweat for five min- 
utes; you will findthe meat white in color, 
and surrounded by arich, nourishing gravy, 
which in case of great exhaustion may be 
given inthis form. But ordinarily we next 
pour over the meatits weight in cold water, 
allowing a pint of water toa pound of beef. 
Stir unti] the water boils; it must not boil 
again, but simmer gently for five or ten min- 
utes untilall the sauce is drawn out, than 
str:in carefully into a bowl, and if there is a 
pariicie of faton the top, remove it witha 
piece of brown unsized paper. By this meth- 
od you may take off every star of fat without 
Wasting any of the beef tea, as isdone when 
using a ladle or spoon.- Salt according to 
ta:te, but always lightly. 

PEACHES ALA CONDE.—Cut in two, bianch 
lu syrup and peel eightlarge peaches; drain 
them ona hair sieve. Washa pint of rice, 
putin a saucepan with three pints of milk: 
vou,add two ounces of butter, six ounces of 
sugar, and lemon peel; cover, and cook half 
an hour; remove the peel, add four. egg 
yolks, and mingle well. With part of rice 
make a dozen small, peach-shaped cro- 
quettes, dip in beaten eggs, roil in fresh 
crumbs, smooth nicely, fry light brown, 
drain om aciotn, and roll in powdered sugar; 
dress the rest of the rice ona dish, arrange 
the pesches in a dome-shaped form upon it; 
ornament with fancifully-cut pieces of can- 
died angelia and citron, Malaga raisins, and 
aimonds ; reduce the peach syrup until pretty 
thick with ai glass of aderia wine 
and four tablespoonfuls of peach _mar- 
malade; pour over the peaches, surroum 


with the croquettes, and serve hot.

FIGHTING DOGS. 


How the Ferocious Beasts Are Trained 
for a Contest. 
From the Cincinnati Times-Star. 


The coming deg-tight at Louisville between 
the brindle bull ‘Pilot,’? of New York, and 
the pure-white bull “Cribb,” of Louisville, 
for §|+1,000 a side, is exciting a great deal ofin- 
terest all over the country. The fight is to take 
place in about two weeks, and **Pilot” is now 
inthis city undergoing acourse Of training 
necessary to insure him any sort of ashow 
with his opponent. A Times-Star reporter 
visited the Snodendiiane of the dog on West 
Fifth street yesterday afternoon, forthe pur- 
pose of having a talk with its owner,about the 
trainisg “Pilov’ was undergoing for the 
coming match, but the owner denied kmow- 
ing anything about “Pilot” or any other 
fighting dog, although the reporter knew 
that he was te'ling a bare falsehood. The 
prevaricator was, nd doubt, afraid of “‘get- 
ting his name in the papers or perhaps, as 
the reporter afterwards learned, he did not 
care to have it known how the dog was being 
trained. The reporter had another alterna- 
tive than to leave the place and seek some- 
where e!se for the desired mformation. For- 
tunately he ran across a well-known dog 
trainer, who had seen ‘*Pilot’’ in training, 
and, with the promise that no names should 
be used, he was willing to give the news- 
gatherer all the information he possessed. 
‘Is ‘Pilot? being trained for the coming 
fightinthesame manner that other fighting 


dogs are trained’ asked the reporter. 


‘About the same,’’ replied the dog-train- 
er. ‘“*i have trained many a one of them, and 
‘Pilot’? is bemg trained in about the same 
manner as I would train a dog: namely, by 
physicking, walking, dieting, and ziving him 
the bay and treadle exercise.” 

‘‘What is the first step in training a fight- 
ing dog?” 

‘After you have found out that your dog 
possesses certain good qualities, particularly 


that of astayer, and you have succeeded in* 


matching him, you first want to put bim 


through a course of medicine—physic him 


for five or six days.” 

“What do you physic him with?” inter- 
rupted the reporter. 

“That is a secret known only to dog- 
trainers. Onetrainer uses this and another 
that. If a twainer physics a dog sudcessfully 
he is not apt to give his method away.” 

‘*‘What fol’ows this physicking’”? 

“We then commence building him up 
by degrees. Heis fed the tirst daymbout a 
quarter of apound of the very best’ of beef, 
and day by day as he increases in strength 
the allowance Is increased an ounce or two.’ 

‘What exercise is he given?’’ 

‘*Vurious kinds. His muscles must be de- 
veloped: he must become quick and active, 


and his wind must be made good and strong. 
For the development. of his? mus- 


cles he is walked every day about three miles 
orso. He is strengthened by the tramp and 
not fatigued. To make bim agile beis given 
the bay exefcise every day. It is very amus- 
ing. <A cat is placed in a pag and suspended 
about eighteen inches from the zgrousd, The 
dogis muzzled so as not to do th cat apy 
harm. The bagis started to swing to and 
fro, and the cat begins to mewW, which attracts 
the attention of the dog, and he sgrings at 
the bag. Striking it with his front feet he 
pushes it away from him, which exvites his 
anger, and he keeps up acontinual springing 
until he is worn out. This sort of exercise 
is kept up for some time, when he is viven 
exercise tending to better bis wind.’’ 

‘*What does it consist of?”? 

‘Nothing more than putting hing} on an 
endless chain-treadle macbine—the fame as 
those used on horse-power feed-cutting 
machines, only on a smaller scale., He is 
placed in position, with a band actoss his 
breast and traces attached, andthe treadle is 
started. The fasterthe dog moves s# much 
faster voes the treadle, and he can’t stop untii 
his trainer thinks he bas hal enough exercise 
forone duy. This kind of exercise he is 
given until two or three days before the fight, 
when he is allowed to rest up for the purpose 
of getting him in good spirits. You talk about 
training borses; I tell yeu, it is ten times 
barder to train a fighting dog properly than it 
is to train a horse.’”’ 

**Pilov” and **Cribb’’ will fight at twenty- 
eight pounds. ‘Pilot’? now weighs twenty- 
seven and a half pounds, owingto the ardu- 
ous training be is undergoing at the present 
time. The match between the two canines 
will be a hotly contested one, and will in 
reality be a fight between Cincinnati and 
Louisville, instead of Louisville and New 
York, for the owner of “Pilot”? is now per- 
manently located here. having come here 
about two weeks ago, and he intends to stay. 


Garfield’s Spfritual Condition.

During 
his illness he was not allowed to converse 
very much, but very frequently, and much 
to Mrs. Garfield’s horror and anxiety, alluded 
to his hereafter in case his wounds should 
prove to be mortal. I have seen two of his 
regular attendants, and both told me that for 
an example of Christian resignation he could 
not have given higher proof than by his con- 
templation of death. He believed that he 
would recover, it is true, and he often re- 
marked that God would spare him to accom- 
plish certam ends which he comfidently in- 
tended to accompiish during his presidential 
term; but, at the same time, whenever the 
subjectof death was broached he said he had 
no fear of the hereafter, and was exceedingly 
sensitive to anything that looked like death- 
bed repentance. He said, “I do not need the 
advice of a clergyman, because in the here- 
after Ishall be judged, not by what 1 have 
done or thought since my iilness, butif this 
wound is mortal my account in the great book 
will be closed at the hour when I received 
it.9? 

Alluding to the criticism which followed 
many of his public acts, before and after his 
inauguration, he remarked one dav, ‘‘If [ 
should die it would be great satisfaction to 
me Jo have the world know that the Reader of 
human hearts will understand my motives 
better than some of my fellow men.” 

President Garfield performed only one ofti- 
Giai act after he was shot, and that was the 
signing of a document in regard to the extra- 
dition of a criminal. The last commission 
that hé signed was that of H. J. Ramsdell, a 
newspaper correspondent and an old friend, 
who bad been appointed Register of Wills in 
the District of Columbia, an office similar to 
that of Probate Judge. 

The jast letter he wrote was to Gen. Ham- 
cock, about the promotion of Col. Mitchell, of 
the former’s staff, to the Adjutant-General 
corps of the Army. He sat down to write it 
just before he went to bed on the night of 
the Fridav before the assassination. In his 
lettcr be told Gen. Hancock thatit gave him 
great pleasure Lo promote Mitchell; first, be- 
cause be was a deserving officer, and second, 
because it was the first opportunity be had to 
sbow his regard for his Gcttnaaned com- 
petitor in the Presidential race.

Her managers 
will be C. A. Mendum, the manager of the 
Arch Street Theaterinthis city, aud Frank 
Curtis. Both of them are well Known in their 
profession. 

The announcement last winter of the dis- 
tinguished lecturer’s splendid appearance in 
male parts occasioned a creater surprise than 
any theatrical event of the time, Owing, as 
she daims, to the failure of her manager, 
Mr. Stetson, to fulfil his part of their mutua! 
contiact, Miss Dickinson escaped what might 
have been u lasting disadvantave to her suc- 
cess. Lier engagement in this citv was co- 
incident With Salvini’s. She wus to have been 
permitted to appear only when he did not, 
and to make what she cou.d of the time the 
yreat tragedian threw away. The reason of 
hes refusal to play under the conditions that 
were otfered were fully discussed at the time. 
Miss Dickinson retired to private life at 
Elizabeth, N.J., there to study, perhaps as 
few women oould, the roles in which she was 
determined to act. 

Miss Dickinson is acknowlekged by all to 
he oneofthe very hardest workers in her 
new profession. Her idea of the true Shaks- 
pearean characters in which she will at irst 
appear—“‘Ilamlet’’ and ‘**Macbeth’’—is very 
different from the impersonations in vogue. 
Miss Dickinson’s Hamlet will be as origina! 
as Fechter’s and as widely different from 

sooth’s conception ofthe part as the forimer’s 
was. She will not play her own pieces— 
either **T.he Crown of Thorns’? or **Atire- 
lian’—during her first engagement in this 
ca@untry. Miss Dickinson, as adramatist, is 
quite weil known. A fauit that was ured 
against the few playsthat she has given to 
the stage was that the aggressive ideas and 
the strong individuality of the author, which 
bad made the woman famous and pre-emi- 
nent as alecturer, came outin her heroes 
and heroines.

Chinese Opium Plans. 
From the Mancliester Guardian. 

A telegram from Calcutta announces the 
arrival at Simla of a Chinese envoy, whose 
object, itis believed is ‘‘to pick up infor- 
mation about opium, with a view, it is sup- 
posed, of suggesting a new treaty to the 
british Government.’’ This intelliennes. if 
authentic, points to negotiations which may 
Jead to important results. The task of clear- 
ing the way fora formal mission has been 
intrusted to the private secretary of Li Hung 
Chang, the powerful viceroy of Cheli, and 


this fact will sufficiently indicate 
the character of the proposals which 
may be expected to procesd from 


the Chinese Government. Whether from an 
bonest conviction that the much-debated 
drugis working terrible bavoe among the 
population of China, or for some other rea- 
son wWhichit would be impossible to treat 
With equal respect, Li lung Chang is one of 
the most resolute advocates of a revision of 
the treaty stipulations which secure the ad- 
mission of Indian opium into the free ports 
of the empire. His policy is the absolute 
exclusion of the foreign-grown article, and if 
the government of lekin fuily shares bis 
views and is prepared to press them upon the 
British Foreign Ollice we shall have to 
choose between surrender partial or complete, 
and complications which may prove seriously 
embarrassing tothis country. The Chinese 
at the present moment are in no humble and 
suppliant mood. They have within the last 
few years reconquered the great provinces 
Which bad been wrcstedfromthem by the 
Mussu!mans. They bevan by taking a terri- 
Hble revenve in Yunnan. Next they turned 
their attention to Kasbgaris, which has once 


more passed under their sway, and 
more recently they have won a vreat diplo- 
matic victcry over Russia in the 
matter of the 1!] territory. It 


has been aperiod of uninterrupted tr.umph 
for them, and they seem resolved upon 
an imamediate settlement of all outstanding 
questions with the foreigner. They are not 
likely, therefore, to reopen the opium con- 
troversy now in a very accommodating spirit. 
They are better prepared than they have 
ever been before for resisting any attempt to 
coerce them into subinission to our requtre- 
ments. Their successes in Eastern Turke- 
stan bave brought them right up to our In- 
dian frontier, and so shrewd a people will 
not have missed the strategical value of their 
new position. In any future negot}atioas, 
therefore, they may be expected to present a 
bold front, and it will be necessary to treat 
them with a consideration (which has not al- 
wave, We fear, been sbown them in the past.

The handsomest wraps are long cloaks 
which reach to the bottom of the dress. They 
are in straight, mandarin style, with dolman, 
square Chinese or full bishop sleeves. They 
are of satin de Lyon or rich brocaded silk. 
A handsome garment of this kind is of black 
brocaded silk ina huge Chinese pattern. It 
is fully draped at the back with widths of 
Spanish lace; the garment is trimmed with 
full jabots of wide lace and fastened at the 
throat with a wide ribbon of a watered silk. 
This wrap is richly lined with heavy gold- 
colored plush, whick makes it warm enough 
for the coldest winter weather. O:her wraps 
of this style are made of brocaded velvet or 
of satdn and trimmed with moss trimmings of 
chenille from four to tive inches in width. 
This moss trimming is placed around the 
neck and extends down both sides of the front 
and trims the sleeves. These wraps are finish- 
ed on the bottom by a fringe of heavy strands 
of chenille.

An Attractive Bait Held Out to Love~ 
Lorn Gudgeons.

The attention of a young unmarried re- 
porter was attracted on Saturday by an adver- 
tisement ina paper calling attention to the 
benetits of the Marriage Endowment Associa- 
tions represented by the Bureau of Insur- 
ances, 1026 Arch street. This advertisement set 
forth among other things ‘that a certificate 
of membership in these associations carries 
with it an amountto be paid at marriage or 
maturity,’”? and moreover, that “‘the Judges 
and editors who oppose these associations do 
not understand their beneficial character.’’ 
There was something so delightfully vague in 
the tirst announcement and such an implied 
sarcasm in the other that the young reporter 
read them over and over. 

The newsman determined toinvestiaate the 
subject and if he could only be endowed then 
be would put off singleness and put on dupli- 
city, or rather matrimony. Under no other 
circumstances could he say to any girl, **With 
all my worldly goods I thee endow.’”’ 

A little bent, nervous man, about fifty years 
of age, with some straggling hairs trying to 
hide his baldness and a small, thin beard and 
moustache just turning color, was sitting ata 
desk fumbling over circulars and papers and 
talking in a low tone of voice to a puffy indi- 
vidual with whiskers dyed blacker thana 
crow sitting on achunk of coal at midnight 
The remainder of the furniture consisted 
of twochairs. Theonly decoration of the 
walls was a whisk broom and an old 
hat on a niil.

You 
get your money whatever you insure for at 
the end of three years, whether you vet mar- 
ried or not, and you don’t have to pay towards 
the maturities.’’ 

‘‘*The maturities: what are the mattrities?”’ 

‘Why, in all these associations theyamount 
vou insure for matures at a certain time 
whether you marry or not.” 

‘Oh, I thought you had to get married?’’ 

‘*So you dointhe ‘Hand in Hand.’ There 
itis—Hand in Hand Mutual Aid Society for 
Unmarried Persons. If I were you I’d insure 
inthat. Put the lady in, too; $3,000 each. 
Tbat will be $6,000; then we are going to start 
children’s endowment too, and—why ina 

vear or two you have no idea what you’|l 
have. You couldn’t begin to doso Well in any 
sort of business. Here itis, you see. ‘The 
Commonwealth Mutual Relief Association of 
America,’ Incorporated underthe laws of 
Pennsylvania and recommended by. Gov. Hoyt 
and a great many others. We insure anybody 
uptosds. Why,sir, there’s a letter carrier 
just put $5,000 on his father a dav or two ago, 
and the old man’s liable to gooff ata mo- 
ment’s notice. See how nice it will te for 
that young manthen. But the Handin Hand 
is the thing. Go into that, get married, and 
in tifteen months you’ll get $6,000. All you 
have todo is to pav $30 down and $6 a year 
and the assessments.’”’ 

‘*But how about the assessments?’’ asked 
the reporter. ‘*Will | have to pay my share 
of the $1,000, $5,000, or Whatever it may be, 
to every one Who gets tnarried? How many 
members are there? How many are going to 
get married? How am I goingto know 
whether the marriages take place or not? 
How far does membership extend? Who are 
init? What guarantee have I to get anythiwg 
if | marrv?”’ 

‘*Oh, we’ll give you the proofs of the 
marriages,’’said Mr. Cansler hurriedly, and, 
as if he forgot it before, be began using the 
(Juaker form of speech: ‘‘Thee wil have to 
pay the assessments, but there will not be s9 
many, andif thee finds it hard I will hetp 
thee out. Then, if thee gets married right 
away after thee jo'ns thee will have the ad- 
vantage of the members who come after thee. 
Vhee may be sure the societyis all right. 
John EK. Colt, of Northumberland, in this 
State, is the Secretary. I forget the Presi- 
dent’s name, hut he is a very nice man. There 
will be about 5,000 members in a little while 
and whenever we collect an assessment and 
there is more than enough to pay the person 
who marries we keep it to pay toward the 
next marriage. Two members have been 
married since we started, three months ago. 
Thee had better joim.” 

The young man took up one of the printed 
applications headed with « cut of two clasped 
hands, one a man’s and the other a woman’s, 
andread over some of its sentences: “I 
hereby appoint the secretary to cast my vote 
as a majority ofthe Board of Directors may 
decide.””’ There was not a name of a director 
or any other officeronthe circular, and the 
agent did not seem to know who they were. 
“Is the applicant aware,” read the circular 
66 : , ’ 

that he is not beneficial until nine months 
from date of certificate, and in case he mar- 
ries before the expiration of nine months 
from date of certificate he is not beneficial 
until fifteen months from date of certificate »”?
